evenly along right side of back neck, work 
across 44 (46:46:50:50:52) sts left on a stitch 
holder at back of neck as follows: 

K6 (7:7:4:4:5), k2tog, (K8, k2tog) 3 (3:3:4:4:4) 
times, K6 (7:7:4:4:5), pick up and knit 
17 (17:19:19:19:19) sts evenly along left side 
of back neck. 

148 (152:160:166:166:170) sts. 

Knit 2 rows. 

Cast off. 

TO MAKE UP 

Join left shoulder and neckband seams. Fold 
sleeves in half lengthways then placing folds 
to shoulder seams, sew sleeves in position 
for approximately 19 (21 :23:25:27:29) cm or 
IV 2 (8%:9:9%:10%:1 1V2) in from top of 
shoulder. Join side and sleeve seams. Pin out 
garment to the measurements given. 

Cover with damp cloths and leave until dry. 
See ball band for washing and further care 
instructions.

Sew sleeves in position then sew 
remainder of sleeves to cast off sts at 
armholes. Sew on buttons. 

Pin out garment to the measurements given 
and cover with damp cloths to dry naturally. 
See ball band for washing and further care 
instructions. $

GETTING BETTER 





Finishing your 
knitting neatly will 
take your project from homemade 
to handmade. By Rosee Woodland

The picot cast off creates a really pretty edge 
and is great for girl's garments. It's often seen 
on shawl borders as well. 



C asting off (also known as 
binding off) is a task new 
knitters often hate. After all 
their hard work they wind 
up with a too-tight cast off edge giving 
an uneven finish to an otherwise great 
project. There are lots of cast offs, 
but you only need a few to lend your 
projects a more professional look. Lack 
of stretch is often a problem, so try 
the two stretchy options we've given 
here, or go up a needle size or two. For 
jumpers, the three needle cast off 
gives a strong, neat seam to shoulders. 
You can also create a pretty finish with 
a picot edge with very little effort, and 
it’s surprisingly quick too! 




The suspended cast off is great for when you 
need to cast off a large number of stitches and 
still need some stretch to the finished edge. 




The sewn cast off is another stretchy option. 
It's better for shorter edges, as it's slow and 
you need to break off the right length of yarn. 



Three needle cast off is most commonly used 
to join front and backs of sweaters at the 
shoulders, and creates a neat finish. 



With 'live' stitches on two needles, hold your 
two pieces of finished work with right sides 
together, both needle tips pointing right. 
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With a third needle (hence the name), knit 
the first two stitches together (one from 
each needle) and slip them onto your right 
hand needle. 




Make sure that you don't knit these stitches 
together too tightly. The three needle cast off 
gives a very firm finish, but if you start knitting 
tightly it will pull in and your shoulders will end 
up looking bunched. 




Knit the second pair of stitches together in the 
same way. You should now have two stitches 
on your right hand needle. 





Just as with a standard cast off, pass the first 
stitch over the second and slip it off the right 
hand needle. Ensure you don't pull up the 
remaining stitch on the right hand needle 
tightly - keep it loose for an even finish. 



Repeat steps 2 to 5 until you have worked all 
your stitches and only one remains on your 
right hand needle. Break your yarn and fasten 
off the remaining stitch. Now flip over your 
work and admire your neat join! 



SEWN 




This cast off was originated by knitting legend 
Elizabeth Zimmermann. Break yarn, leaving 
a tail at least 3 times the width of the stitches 
you're casting off, thread onto a needle and 
pass purlwise through the first 2 stitches. 




After pulling the yarn all the way through the 
first two stitches, use your needle to pass it 
back knitwise through the front stitch only, 
taking this stitch off your needle as you do so. 



Repeat steps 1 and 2 across the whole row. 
Eor the best finish, pull the yarn through fairly 
tightly. This is a neat and stretchy cast off, 
but it is slow, so be patient! 



Knit the first two stitches, one at a time, onto 
your right hand needle, using a normal amount 
of tension. 
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Use your left hand needle to pass the first 
stitch on the needle over the second stitch, 
but don't drop it! Leave it on the left hand 
needle for the next step. 



This bit is slightly fiddly - use your right hand 
needle to knit into the front of the next stitch 
on the left hand needle. (Ignore the one you've 
just put back onto it). 




Repeat steps 2 to 4 and you will end up with 
a cast off which looks just like a standard 
knitted cast off, but with far more stretch in it. 



Knit the first two stitches as you would with 
a standard knitted cast off, and pass the first 
stitch over the second as normal. 







Use the cable cast on method to cast on 3 
stitches. This method does use more yarn 
than normal, due to the extra stitches you are 
making for each picot point. 




Now cast off 5 stitches, using the standard 
knitted cast off. This will give you your first 
picot point. Repeat steps 2 to 4 until your last 
stitch, which you fasten off as normal. 




Pull the yarn through just as if you were knitting 
a stitch normally. You will now have two 
stitches on your right hand needle again. 




Place the remaining stitch back onto your left 
hand needle, being careful not to twist it. 




As you progress you'll get into a rhythm of 
casting on and casting off, making this method 
quicker than you'd expect. You can vary it too, 
by casting on and off different numbers of 
stitches - just swatch first!

Next row: Rib to end, dec 1 (1 :0:1 :0) st and 
inc 0 (0:1 :0:1) st at end of row.

Row 2: Purl. 

Row 3: K2, yfwd, sll , yb, k1 , rep from to 
last st, k1.

Inc 1 st at each end of 5th and 4 (3:6:7:6) foil

and 1 pair 12mm (US 17) 
knitting needles 
Cable needle.

DOUBLE TROUBLE 

A pattern I found online recently and 
really want to try calls for double 
knitting. I’ve read a few guides on the internet 
but they seem to contradict each other, so I’m 
hoping you could tell me what, exactly, double 
knitting means?

Aneeta says: Double knit or double 
knitting describes the thickness of the 
yarn. This is a standard weight that's knitted 
on 4mm knitting needles. If you go to any 
yarn store you'll find that double knit yarn 
will be the most common weight of yarn 
available. There is 
also a technique 
called 'double 
knitting' which 
uses two colours 
to make a double 
sided fabric. Find 
a tutorial at 
http://bit. 
ly/1z7Hwg1 . 

STITCHING A-Z 

I have mastered knitting 
and purling and I wanted 
to try out a new textured 
stitch using a combination of 
the two. Can you recommend 
any good stitch patterns? 

Amy Jenkins, Newport 
Sarah says: Once 
you've learnt how to 
knit and purl there are so 
many stitch patterns that 
you can do. I'd recommend 



getting a stitch dictionary; each stitch has an 
explanation and picture so you can pick out 
the ones you want to try. I really like 400 
Knitting Stitches: A Complete Dictionary of 
Essential Stitch Patterns (£1 2.54 from 
Amazon) as there are so many stitches to 
choose from. A great stitch pattern if you 
only want to knit and purl is seed stitch. All 
you need to do is cast on an even number 
of stitches then: Row 1 : k1 , p1 across the 
row. Row 2: p1 , k1 across the row. Repeat 
these two stitches and you'll have seed stitch. 

FINISHING TOUCH 

I’ve been asked by my local wool shop to 
knit on commission for customers. I’m 
thrilled but I’d like to add some labels to make 
the garments look more professional. I don’t 
want them to look like school uniform labels. 
Can you find me something a bit different? 
Suzanne Phelps, Surrey 

Jo says: I love these labels from 
rememberwynn at www.etsy.com - I'm 
tempted to buy some for myself! They 
are made from ultra suede, 
which is machine washable and 
can be tumble dried on low. 

Inks are not used in the making 
of the labels and they don't fray 
or fade. 

The smaller the label you 
have the more you get for your 
money. For instance, if they 
measure 2.5 x 7.5cm (1 x Sin) 
you'll receive 39 labels, but if 
they measure 1 .3 x 5cm (I /2 x 2in) 
that rises to 110 labels. 

The first batch will cost £32.22

GOING 

ROUND IN CIRCLES 

I started knitting a year ago and have so 
far only knitted basic hats. I normally try 
to find patterns for straight needles but I am 
thinking of trying to knit a hat using circular 
needles. How does knitting with circular 
needles differ from using straight needles? 
Carly Davis, Glasgow 

^ Sarah says: Circular needles are 
commonly used when knitting hats as 
they are used to 'knit in the round.' This 
technique gives you a seamless finish. The 
needles come in different gauges, the same 
as straight needles, but you also have to 
think about the length you need for your 
project. It will say in your pattern what size 
and length you need. When knitting 
on circular needles you also 
have to remember that you 
are always knitting on the 
same side; to knit stocking 
stitch you never have to purl. 

So to make garter stitch you 
have to knit a round, and 
then purl a round. If you 
are following a pattern

which says to use circular needles you won't 
need to worry about this though as the 
pattern will have taken it into account. I 
hope you enjoy circular knitting! 

A LOOSE END 
Is there a 
rule as to 
when you 
should use a 
crochet hook 
and when a 
darning needle 
to weave in 
loose ends? 

I can’t see it makes much difference, but 
I thought I’d better ask in case there is 
something subtle I’m missing. 

Lorna Jefferson, County Durham 

Aneeta says: There is no rule on 
whether to weave in using a crochet 
hook or a darning needle. I personally think 
it's easier to get a neat finish using a 
darning needle so I leave my ends long with 
that in mind. It's a good idea to know both 
techniques in case you have some very 
short tails of yarn to weave in that won't fit 
into a darning needle. 

I usually try to weave into the nearest 
seam if at all possible. This will hide the 
weaving in neatly on the wrong side of 
your knitting. 

SOUTHPAW CROCHET! 

I’m having difficulty finding out about 
how to crochet left-handed, can you help? 
Linda Broughton by email. 

Jo says: If you go to www.youtube.com 
and search for 'left handed crochet' 
you'll find stacks of tutorials to teach you 
how to do it. Many of the basics for right- 
handed crocheters are the same for 

left- handed crocheters 
-the main difference 
is how you thread the 
yarn through your 
fingers to get the 
correct tension. 

If you have a friend 
who can crochet you 
can ask them to put 
a mirror in their lap 
and crochet as normal. 
Then you can look in 
the mirror to see how

your friend to slow down 
or explain something again. 

I also recommend buying a crochet book. 
Although The Crochet Answer Book (£10.99 
in paperback from Amazon) is not solely for 
left-handers, there is a chapter to help you 
learn the basics and from then on the book 
will help with all sorts of stitches and patterns.

YOUR FIBRES 

The team shares their knowhow on 
finding the best yarn for the job! 




A HOTTIE TOPIC 

, The pattern for a hot 
water bottle I’m about 
to knit recommends a 
double knit weight yarn, but 
what's the best type of fibre 
for this considering its 
usage: would acrylic be 
nasty, would wool be itchy, 
would it be a waste of alpaca? 
Jocelyn Kay, Plymouth 
^ Aneeta says: This is a 
personal choice really, 
but I can give some advice. 

Acrylic- this isn't like 
it used to be! Now it can 
be softly spun, very hard 
wearing and machine 
washable. I find acrylic and 
acrylic mix yarns a very 
practical choice, and usually 
the least itchy of all options. 

Wool - some very 
purely spun fibres, such as 
Herdwick, can be on the 
itchy side. But there are 
many cashmere, merino 
and yarn blends that 
are super soft. 

Alpaca - if 
you're knitting this 
as a special treat, 

I don't think alpaca 
will be wasted on the 
person using the hot 
water bottle cover! 

As long as you use 
double knit yarn, I suggest 
you look around the 
yarn shops, have a good 
feel and read of the yarn 
labels, and make your 
choice based on your own 
personal needs. 

A SHAWL THING 

I’m going to knit myself 




a shawl for evenings 
out and I think a silk yarn 
would be perfect for this. 
Can you recommend any? 
Sharon Cooper, Leeds 

Sarah says: Manos Del 
Uruguay's Silk Blend 
(£8.99 per 50g/1 35m ball) 
would look stunning as a

shawl. It's made up of 70% 
extra fine merino and 30% 
silk, so the yarn is super 
soft and the silk gives it a 
lovely shine. The colours 
available are beautiful, too. 
Buy from good yarn shops. 

FELTING FAILURE 

I’ve tried to felt a bag 
and it didn’t work as 
there’s too much stretch in 
it. If I put anything heavy in it 
it stretches some more and I 
fear I’ll be dragging it 
along the floor soon! 
I made sure I used 
pure wool so I 
don’t know what I 
did wrong.

Jo says: 
Unless 
you used 
superwash wool (which 
doesn't felt), you probably 
just haven't felted your bag 
for long enough. Once the 
yarn is felted the stitches are 
'locked' in, so you can't undo 
felting, but you can felt it 
some more! Sometimes it 
can take a few goes to get 
the thick dense fabric you're 
after so it's worth another try 
with your bag. The problem 
may also be that, although 
you used pure wool, you may 
not have put soap in with it; 
so pop some biological 
washing powder in the 
machine with some baking 
powder and an old towel -

this will aid the agitation. 
Stop the washing machine 
before the cold rinse cycle to 
make sure it's felted some 
more. If you're happy then 
pull the bag into shape and 
rinse it in cold water. For 
future projects you may like 
to try Filzwolle by Grundl 
(£3.99/50g).

0th (10th:0th:0th:10th) row 0 (2:0:0:3) times. 

Cont on the 40 (44:46:50:54) sts obtained 
until work measures 29 (33:37:42:44) cm or 
11/2 (13:14/2:16/2:17/4) in or 
64 (74:82:94:98) rows total. 

SHAPE TOP OF SLEEVE 

Cast off 2 (2:2:3:3) sts at beg of next 

2 (4:2:2:2) rows, 1 (1: 1:2:2) sts at beg of foil 

16 (14:20:2:2) rows, 2 (2:2:1 :1) sts at beg of 
foil 4 (2:2:18:18) rows, 0 (3:3:3:2) sts at beg 
of foil 0 (2:2:2:4) rows, 0 (0:0:2:3) sts at beg 
of foil 0 (0:0:2:2) rows. Cast off rem 12 sts. 

POCKETS (2) 

Using 5.5mm needles and yarn A cast on 19 
(19:23:23:23) sts. Work 1 stitch in st st, 

17 (17:21 :21 :21) sts pattern rib, 1 stitch in st 
st. 

Cont in patt as set until work measures 
8 (8:10:10:10) cm or 3 (3:4:4:4) in or 20 
(20:24:24:24) rows total. 

Change to 4mm needles and yarn B. 

Work 1 row in knit. 

Cast off. 



COLLAR 

Using 5mm needles and yarn B cast on 
79 (84:89:94:99) sts. Work 1 row in 2/3 rib. 
Then, cont in yarn A as foils: p2, p2tog, k2, 
*p1 , p2tog, k2*, rep from * to *, ending with 
p3. 15 (16:17:18:19) sts decreased. 

On the 64 (68:72:76:80) rem sts, cont in 2/2 
rib,starting and ending 1st row with k3. 

When work measures 7.5 cm or 3 in or 16 
rows total, leave 5 sts unworked at the end 
of the next 2 rows, then leave 4 more sts 
unworked at the end of the foil 4 rows. 

Next row: Patt across all the sts, leave sts on 
a spare needle. 

ELBOW PATCHES (2) 

Using 4mm needles and yarn B cast on 
6 (6:7:7:7) sts. 

Starting with a knit row work in st st inc 1 st 
(1 st in from the edge) at each end of every 2 
rows 1 (1 :2:2:2) times, then on every 4th row 
2 times. 

Work 9 (9:1 1 :1 1 :1 1) rows on the 
12(12:15:15:15) sts obtained. 

Next row (dec): K1 , sll , k1 , psso, k to last 3 
sts, k2tog, k1 . 

Rep dec row on foil 4th row twice, then on 
0 (0:alt:alt:alt) row 0 (0:1 :1 :1) times. 

Work 1 row on the rem 6 (6:7:7:7) sts. 

Cast off. 

TO MAKE UP 

Sew a pocket onto each front placing the 
base of the pocket 6 (6:8:8:8) cm or 2/4 
(2%:3:3:3) in up from the base of the front 
and 7 (8:8:9:10) cm or 23/ (3:3:3/2:4) in from 
the front border. 

Join shoulder seams. 

Graft the collar around neck edge on the 
RS, leaving the 5 (6:6:7:8) cast off sts at each 
neck edge open. 

Sew the elbow patches onto each sleeve, 
placing the bottom of the patch 
13 (15:16:19:20) cm or 5/4 (6:6/4:7/2:8) in 
up from the cuff. Set the sleeves into the 
armholes. Sew the side and sleeve seams. 
Stitch the badge onto the right front, 
placing the base 20 (23:26:29:32) cm or 8 
(9:10/4:1 1 / 2 : 12 / 2 ) in up from the bottom 
edge and in the centre of the front. 

FASTENERS 

Sew the fastener with the loop to the left 
front: the first level with the armhole, the 
second 3cm or //in up from the base and 
the others at regular intervals between 
these. Sew the other part opposite these on 
the right front. « 
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T he colder months can 
be cruel and there are 
countless people facing 
hardships across the world, 
who need a helping hand. 
One area where people need assistance 
is the Balkans. This is where Hope and 
Aid Direct step in. A UK based charity, 
they rely on volunteers from across the 
country to put their 
crafting expertise to 
use by knitting and 
crocheting much- 
needed blankets. Twice 
a year they form a 
convoy of trucks and 
deliver the blankets 
and other humanitarian aid directly to the 
people who need it. 

The charity's main focus is the Balkans, 
and currently Kosovo, but they also 
respond to other world emergencies. 

Hope and Aid Direct isn’t affiliated to 
any political or religious organisations, 
though it does work hand in hand with 
the likes of the British Army, the United 
Nations High Commissioner for Refugees 
(UNHCR), individual embassies, the 



Foreign Office, and various other local 
Non-Governmental Organisations (NGOs). 
These relationships help them gain entry 
to each country, arrange interpreters and 
security if required, and direct the convoys 
straight to those in the most need. 

Hope and Aid Direct don't set out 
to change governments, stop wars or 
disasters, but instead try to make a world 
of difference for 
vulnerable individuals 
and families. And you 
can help. The charity 
is always looking for 
adult-sized blankets. 
They can be single 
sized, but preferably 
double if possible, and they can be made 
from squares knitted from leftover wool 
in your stash, stitched together to form a 
colouful patchwork. They don't need to be 
professionally finished, just durable and 
warm. During the day they will add a splash 
of colour to often drab surroundings and at 
night help to provide vital, life-saving, extra 
warmth to vulnerable people. 

The charity also sends knitted toy clowns 
to children in poorer areas, to bring them a

Keeping people in need warm and fed 
are the charity's two biggest priorities.

Leave all sts on hold on a spare needle. 

COLLAR OF CARDIGAN 

Using 5mm needles, cast on 56 
(60:64:68:72) sts in A. Work in 2/2 rib, 
starting and ending with k3, until work 
measures 10cm or 4in or 20 rows. 

Leave all sts on hold on a spare needle. 

FINISHING 

Join shoulders using back stitch. 

Stitch RS of collar along WS of neck edge. 
Stitch top of sleeves along armhole edge 



to both ends of shoulder seam in between 
stitch markers. Sew sleeve and side seams.

Using 3.5mm needles, cast on 32 sts with B. 
Work in striped st st (2 rows B, 2 rows C) for 



9cm or 3/2 in or 28 rows. 

Change to solid st st using B and work even 
for 100cm or 39/4in or 300 rows, then work 
in striped st st for 28 rows, this time starting 
the first stripe with C. 

Leave all stitches on hold on a spare needle 
and break yarn, leaving a long tail of 1 50cm 
or 59in. This long tail will be used to join the 
side seam. 

Fold scarf in half along longer edge, and 
join longer edges. Using a tapestry needle, 
thread yarn tail through edge stitches, draw 
tight and fasten off. Then with tapestry 
needle, secure and weave in remaining ends 
into scarf. ©
